County Commission Refuses To Pay Bill Charged To Pittman 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, Decem- 
ber 22, at the courthouse in Enterprise 
and told a representative of a local Pepsi 
Cola distributor that it would not pay for 
a $699.95 bill charged to former Farm 
Center anager Doug Pittman. 

Mr. Paul Nelson, the Director of 
Public Relations for the Pepsi Cola 
Company of Luverne, stated, ‘I have a 
bill for Pepsi Cola syrup used at the 
Farm Center back during wrestling, and 
I need to know who is going to pay it. 
Mr. Doug Pittman paid the bills when 
he was the manager of the Farm Center, 
but he refuses to pay this bill for 
$699.95, The balance was carried over 
from before he quit, aud 1 must get 
payment from the county or take 
Pittman to court. He insists the’ bill 
belongs to the county, and he said he 
won't pay it.” 

County Attorney Joe Sawyer told the 
commission, ‘‘It is not the county's bill 
unless the commission authorized Pitt- 
man to make the purchases. He was an 
independent contractor hired to manage 
the Farm Center, and as independent 
contractor he had the right to enter into 
other coniracts without dealing with the 
county. I advise the commission to 
steer clear of the matter and noi pay the 
bill. It is not your bill.”’ 

‘*We were in question whether the 
bill was the county's or Pittman’s,”’ said 
Nelson, ‘‘but it is now clear the bill is 
Pittman’s. At our last conversation he 
stated the bill was the county’s, not his, 
and gave a flat no when asked for 
payment. Since we know the bill is his, 
we'll get it paid.’’

Although Simeon was 
obviously a devout Jew, he 
declared this child to be “SA 
light to lighten the Géh- 
tiles."" This was a vefy 
significant statement, hold- 
ing forth hope for millidhs 
held in darkness, who with- 
out this Light to lighten the 
Gentiles were absolutely 
without hope. Jehovah was 
Israel's God, and the Gentile 
nations could only wait for 
their day of enlightenment to 
come.

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POSITIVE 

A friend of mine ask- 
ed me to write something 
positive about agriculture in 
Coffee County. It’s a tough 
assignment. However, let's 
take stock of where we are at 
the present time. 

First, we are on the 
threshold of the best prices 
for peanuts and probably 
Soybeans, corn and wheat 
that we have known. These 
are positive factors which 
will help farmers next year if 
they can get the right kind of 
weather and control costs. 

In addition, we have a 
growing cattle industry, a 
growing hog industry, and a 
gradually expanding broiler 
production. Profits in both 
crops and livestock depend 
on a lot of things, and it 
varies from year to year. For 
example, hog profits are not 
as much now as we had 
anticipated because the price 
of feed increased dramatical- 
ly a few weeks back. The 
same is true in other crops. 

Looking ahead, if costs of 
Production stay in line and if 
growers can get satisfactory 
prices, I think agriculture in 
this county can be profitable. 


LAWNS 

Do you want to improve 
the appearance of your lawn? 
T have found that dethatching 
my lawn about every other 
year is a good thing to do. I 
rent a machine which pulls 
all dead clippings out of the 
ground and places them on 
top of the lawn. 

Before 1 started doing 
this, the fertilizer that I used 
could not get down to the 
root system. In addition, the 
dead material was a perfect 
medium for diseases to grow. 
So 1 am a firm believer in 
removing clippings from a 
Jawn and also in getting all of 
the dead material out. 

People with St. August- 
ing and Centipede lawns may 
not have as big a problem as 
I did with my Zoysia lawn,

TRACTOR SAFETY 

Back during the harvest 
season I might have misled 
some tractor and equipment 
drivers about driving on the 
highway. I pointed out that a 
lot of times farmers are using 
equipment they don’t use 
often, and they may not give 
the right signals. However, 
driving farm equipment on 
the highway is dangerous. 
We had a serious accident 
just recently involving a 
tractor. 

When on the highway 
driving a tractor, combine or 
whatever, every farmer 
should follow the highway 
laws. Use hand signals to 
warn others of your inten- 
tions. In addition, all tractors 
and slow moving vehicles 
must have the slow moving 
vehicle emblem. The em- 
blem should be mounted 
near the center of the vehicle 
and 2 to S feet above the 
ground. 


The most important point 
in tractor safety is to know 
your tractor. Be alert for 
emergencies. Incidentally, if 
traffic builds up behind you, 
pull off the road and let it 
pass. Be especially careful as 
you operate your tractor near 
a ditch or embankment.

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CRO? RESIDUE, A 
SENSIBLE WAY TO SAVE 
SOIL 


Soil erosion is expensive 
to the farmer and is one of 
the major sources of stream 
pollution today. Although the 
entire blame for muddy 
creeks and rivers cannot: be 
placed on the farmer, they 
are usually the ones who 
bear most of the challenge to 
correct this problem. Silting 
or sanding in of creeks, 
rivers, fields and farm ponds 
is not an easy problem to 
solve, but there is a relatively 
simple measure to use that 
can decrease the amount of 
soil leaving a field after 
harvest of row crops, small 
grains or peanuts. Crop 
residue, when left on the 


land, can’ gfeatly réduce the - 


disasterous effects of un- 
controlled water in the form 
of gully and sheet erosion 
during the winter months. 

There are many ad- 
vantages to leaving a good 
amount of residue on the 
ground. First, and foremost, 
it reduces the erosion of that 
most important crop-pro- 
ducting top-soil. Secondly, it 
conserves moisture by re- 
taining and holding it while 
the soil soaks it up, instead of 
running off the field. Lastly, 
there are significant amounts 
of nitrogen, phosphates and 
potash retained in the stalks 
and leaves that can help to 
build up soil fertility when 
shredded on the surface or 
lightly incorporated with a 
disc. 

Just about one half of 
corn, grain sorghum, small

and soybeans are 


grains, L 
These re- 


crop residues. 
siudes, stalks, stems and 
leaves, contain the 16 
essential nutrients for plant 
growth. Elements gradually 
released into the soil through 
decomposition are nitrogen, 
phosphorus, potassium, cal- 
cuim, magnesuim, sulfur, 
boron, eron, zinc, man- 
ganese, copper, chlorine and 
molybdenum. Organisms in 
the soil cause these residues 
to slowly decay and release 
their stored nutrients, 
Besides the above listed 
‘nutrients, crop _ residues 
supply organic matter to the 
soil, primarily in the forms of 
carbon, hydrogen and 
oxygen. Plant growth re- 
quires all of these nutrients 
and if residues are removed, 


these. minerals « must » be} 


supplied in other more ex- 
pensiy, forms. Organic 
matter is important to the 
soil, other than for plant 
growth. It helps to maintain 
and improve soil structure, 
soil tilth, water infiltration, 
aeration, and bulk density. 
When all residues are 
removed as in the under- 
developed countries, - soil 
production will decline and 
erosion will increase. Here in 
the Southeast, crop pro- 
duction will decline and 
erosion will increase. Here in 
the Southeast, crop residue 
is most important because 
soils in this area are highly 
erosive. 

Residues left on the 
surface greatly help to 
decrease erosion by wind and 
rain. About a 80 percent 
decrease in erosion can be 
had when residue is left on 
land with a 4 percent slope. 
On sandy or sandy loam soil 
types about 1,700 pounds of 
wheat residue or 3,500 
pounds of corn residue is 
needed to curtail erosion. For 
caly loam soils about 750 
pounds of wheat residue of 
1,500 pounds of corn residue 
are needed to protect the 
soil. 

Crop residue are im- 
portant both to plant growth 
and decreasing soil erosion. 
Doesn't it make sense to 
leave the residue on the soil 
rather than risk losing your 
productive soil base? For 
more information contact 
your loca!

The public has until Jan, 30 
to recommend price support 
levels and other provisions of 
the 1981 crop peanut 
program, according to Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Bob 
Bergland. 

Bergland said the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture is 
asking for recommendations 
on: 

- the national support 
level for quota peanuts; 

- - The national support 
level for additional peanuts; 

Sales policy for 
additional peanuts received 
under loan or acquired by the 
Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion under the 1981 program 
and sold for export edible 
use. 


Bergland said legislation 
requires nine factors be 
considered in setting the 
quota loan rate but this price 
support cannot be less than 
3420 per ton on 1981 - crop 
peanuts produced within a 
farm’S poundage quota. 

Price supports on ‘‘addi- 
tional’* peanuts produced 
within a farm’s acreage 
allotment but in excess of the 
poundage quota must be 
announced by February 15. 

In determining the price 
support level for additional 
peanuts, USDA will look at 
current demand for peanut 
oil and meal, expected prices 
of other vegetable oils and 


protein meals, and the 
demand for peanuts in 
foreign markets, Bergland 
said. 


In 1980, a price support of 
$455 per ton is available on 
quota peanuts, while addi- 
tional peanuts are supported 
at $250 per ton. The 1980 
CCC minimum sales price for 
edible grades of additional 
peanuts for export was $435 
per ton. 
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the maximum allot- 

Smith said, ‘‘be- 
cause most families have 
some income, and food 
stamp benefits drop as in- 
come increases.”’ 

As a further example, 
Smith used the instance of an 
elderly couple witha monthly 
pension of $377 and eligible 
for maximum deductions. 
Instead of the current $51 a 
month in stamps, this couple 
will receive $65 in stamps 
beginning in January.

for January, with the stan- 
dard income deduction for all 
households increasing frou 
$75 to $85 a month.

Smith stresses the fact 
that these increases in food 
stamp benefits are possible 
only because the program is 
regulated by the federal 
government, and the stamps 
are supplied by the federal 
government, and the agency 
would not have state funds to 
make these increases.

Prescribed 


Burning Is 


Urged 


The woods are on FIRE! 

Most people immediately 
think of charred timber, dead 
animals and destruction. 
However, just as a fire in a 
fireplace gives off warmth 
and pleasure, controlled 
burning of forestland is a- 
highly effective and desir- 
able practice. 

“Prescribed burning’’ is 
the term normally used to 
describe the controlled burn- 
ing of woodlands under 
certain weather conditions 
and with a specific objective 
in mind. 

Several demonstrations 
will be held in Coffee County 
throughout the winter, de- 
signed to show interested 
landowners the proper tech- 
nique of prescribed burning.
